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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 4, and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Ando et al (US Publication number 20010020261) in view of Wilkinson (US 
Publication Number 20020164149). 

In regards to claims 1, 4 and 5, Ando et al discloses a recording control 
apparatus and method for controlling recording a file of first data (Fig. 24, video packet) 
of each of a plurality of data series (packet or unit) onto a recording medium, said 
recording control apparatus comprising: means for generating second data (Fig. 25, 
video title) logically disposed at a start of said file (Fig. 25); means for generating third 
data (dummy pack) logically disposed at an end of said file (Fig. 24), that makes data 
amounts of said first data (video/audio pack and dummy can be part of first data) and 
said second data integral multiples of a unit of reading and writing of said recording 
medium, by being added to said first data or said second data (Paragraph [0875]); a 
master file generating means for generating a master file in an AV independent format, 
the master file describing pointers to a least the generated file unit metadata file and the 
frame unit metadata file (Fig. 25, Root directory 1450); and means for performing 
recording control to record said file onto said recording medium such that said first data 
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is recorded so as to liave data amount of an integral multiple of said unit of reading and 
writing of said recording medium (Paragraph [0875]) by adding said third data onto said 
recording medium such that boundaries of said first data coincide with boundaries of 
said unit (Fig. 24, dummy with the video/audio data), and to record said second data 
made to have the data amount of an integral multiple of said unit by adding said third 
data onto said recording medium such that boundaries of said second data coincide 
with boundaries of said unit (Fig. 25, the video files have a control information 1011). 
However, Ando does not disclose metadata header disposed en bloc. 

In the same field of endeavor, Wilkinson discloses means for generating a file 
unit metadata file in which header metadata is disposed and a frame unit metadata file 
in which system items of edit units are disposed en bloc (Fig. 1). 

At the time of the invention it would have been obvious of person of ordinary 
skills to modify the apparatus to generate the first, second and third data on a recording 
medium of Ando et al to include the recording medium with a meta data header en bloc 
as suggested Wilkinson. The motivation for doing so would have been to control the 
excessive seeking and excessive reading for a better efficient system. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1,4 and 5 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
